sought to show legal justification for

he virtually says, "we are doing 
merely what you 
did in 1861-5," 


hew is our government t.i dispose 
of the matter otherwise than by eva- 
sion or confession of past 
error? 


This section of the 
British 
reply 


read as follows: 


"At the time of the, Civil war the 


United States found themselves un- 
der the necessity 
of declaring 
a 


blockade 
of some 3,000 miles 
of 


coast line. It .was vital to the cause 
of the United States that.'iliey should 
be able to cut off the trade of the 
Southern States. 
The Confederate 


armies were dependent in supplies 
from overseas, and those 
supplies 


could not be obtained 
w-thoui ex- 


porting the'cotton wherewith to pay 
for them. To cut off this trade the 
U. S. could only rely on a blockade. 
The difficulties confronting the Fed- 
eral government were in purt due to 
the fact that Neighboring neutral 
temtory afforded convenient cen- 
tres from which contrab-ind 
could 


be facilitated. 


"Your Excellency 
wil! no doubt 


:remember how, in order to meet this 
new diffculty, the old principles re- 
lating to contraband and blockade 
were developed and the doctrine of 
contiuous voyage was applied 
and 


enforced, under which goods des- 
tined for the enemy territory were 
intercepted before they reached the 
neutral ports from which they were 
to be re-exported." 


The British reply then went on to 


argue that "if it be recognized that 
blockade is in certain cases the ap- 
propriate method of intercepting the 
trade of an enemy ccfuntry, and if 
the blockade can. only bscome eff- 
ective by 'extending, 
it to enemy 


commerce passing" through neutral 
ports, such an extension is defen- 
sible and in accordance with prin- 
ciples which have met with general 
acceptance." 


This "developed^' principle may 


not "have met with general accept- 
ance, and some of the neutral na- 
tions of Europe—with no 
embar- 


'ratsing precedent in their own his- 
tory to disturb them—may have a 
clear right to go on protesting; but 
the United States, ha,ving accepted 
the principle in itsxwn past, practice 
fe unfortunately placed in a different 
position. This is the difficulty.
